The rumor of an arrest comes in 


connection with the visit of

county officials under direction

Sheriff 
<EL H. Emery to the scene'. 


They are making an exhaustive in- 
qury and have not, as far as can be 
definitely learned, revealed any of 
the information which they have ob- 
tained.

At the time the smuggling was de- 


tected apparently none of the cus- 
toms officials believed that the coral 
was worth much: 
After an examina- 


tion by Surveyor McCarthy Marrazzo 
was sent back to the ship in the cus- 
tody of Customs Inspector Sleep, who 
had caught him attempting to get 
away from the ship's pier with the 
smuggled coral. 


No request was made for his arrest 


and he was turned over to the care of 
the captain, who is held responsible 
for members of the crew. 


When it was learned yesterday that 


the coral was worth ?5400, exclusive 
of the duty, which would bring the 
value close to ?t>000 in this country, 
it dawned upon the customs officials 
that a 'smuggling conspiracy had been 
unearthed.

made for Marrazzo. He could not be 
found.

EVERY REASON 


TO KEEP PEACE 


But Nations Often Forget 


Their Good Resolutions 


PRESS A GREAT FACTOR 


Ambassador Bryce Says They Reflect 


Wishes of the People and Are What 
the People Make Them—Plea For 


Genuine Friendship Which Will Re- 
cur to Arbitration For Settlement of 
Serious Questions 


Mohawk Lake, N. Y., May 22.— 


With an imposing array of speakers, 
the fifteenth annual meeting of the 
Lake Mohawk conference on Inter- 
national Arbitration concluded its de- 
liberations last night. 
James Bryce, 


the British 
ambassador, 
was 
the 


principal speaker at the closing ses- 
sion. He said in part: 


"All the nations, both of this hemis- 


phere and of the other, have every 
possible reason for endeavoring to 
keep the peace. 
Interest, as well as 


conscience and duty, prescribe that 
course. 
Nevertheless, when we re- 


member how often 
before 
govern- 


ments and nations that had every in- 
terest to keep 
the 
peace allowed 


themselves to be drawn into war, 
and how disproportionate its causes 
were to the real interests involved, 
we cannot be sure that the same may 
not occur again and we must ask once 
more, 'Why is it that good resolutions 
are so often forgotten? 
Why is the 


practice of nations so much worse 
than their theory?' 


"One of the answers most often 


given is that ill-feeling between na- 
tions leading up to war is due to the 
newspapers which, when a dispute 
arises between two peoples, are ac- 
cused of misrepresenting 
the pur- 


poses and the sentiments of the other 
people and so leading each people to 
believe itself wholly in the right and 
the other wholly in the wrong. 


"It is not my business to defend the 


newspapers. 
But in the interests ol 


truth and justice, it must be asked 
whether it is really they that are tn 
blame. 
In every country the news- 


papers reflect the wishes of the peo- 
ple and are what the people make 
them. So iMhe people wish that the 
newspapers should show a1 truly pa- 
cific spirit, friendly to other nations, 
anxious to know in case of an inter- 
national dispute-what the case of the 
other nation is, then the newspapers 
willgive their readers facts and opin-! 
ions which will at any rate not hinder 
peace and not inflame passion. Thus 
we come back to the people, thct is 
to ourselves, the ordinary citizens, 
who are the .ultimate masters both 
of the government and of the press. 


"At this moment, all the govern- 


ments in all the great military ant) 
naval states are, I venture to believe, 
honestly desirous of peace. 
Not on? 


of them has any cause for war. Not 
one of them but would lose by war far 
more than it could gain. Yet it is ap- 
parently possible for those who de- 
sire, from whatever motives, to stir 
lip suspicion and emnity, to succeed 
ifi convincing each nation that the 
other has designs upon it. 


"Every nation is conscious of its 


own rectitude of purpose and believes 
that its armaments are for its own 
safety and \vill not be used unjustly 
or aggressively. But1 each one is told 
that it must not credit with similar 
good intentions the other nation which 
is for the' moment the object of its 
jealousy. Is not this one chief cause 
of the atmosphere of suspicion in the 
relations of the great powers, and 
leads them to go on 
creating 
the 


enormous armaments and levying the 
enormous taxes under 
which 
their 


people stagger? 


"Thirty or forty years ago there 


was a good deal of this suspicion be- 
tween Britain and the United Stales. 
BeUer knowledge of the other has ex- 
tinguished that feeling and substitut- 
ed for it a genuine friendship which 
will at once recur Xo arbitration for 
the settlement of any question that 
may arise. 
Why should this not be 


done as regards the other powers 
also? 


"Jt was well said recently by Mr. 


Root that there ought to be, and there 
was gradually corning to be, a public 
opinion of nations which favored ar- 
bitration and would condemn any gov- 
ernment, which plunged into war when 
amicable means of settlement were 
available. 
May we not 
go 
even 


further and desire and work for the 
creation of the public opinion of the 
world, which has regard to the gen- 
eral interest of the world, raising Its 
view above the 
special 
interest of 


each people?"

I have been on the farm for about forty years and have kept 


more or less poultry each year, the number of fowls varying from 50 
to 400 head. I kept them in a house 12x100 feet, and found It very 
inconvenient, as it necessitated so many partitions, feed troughs and 
drlnting vessels. 
So 1 concluded to make a change. Last spring I 


built a house 40x40 feet, inside measurements, thus giving 1600 feet 
of floor space, and am well pleased with It. On the coldest and most 
blustery days last winter those hens would sing as merrily as birds in 
spring. 


As stated, the .house is 40x40 feet The walls are of concrete 5 1-2 


feet above ground. It is studded inside with 2x4 scantling and lined 
with tarred paper tacked onto studding. This keeps it dry and warm. 
Being built on a sand knoll, it fcas nothing but an earth floor. It has 
five windows in south side, each containing eight 10x12 inch panes, 
and three In east side. There are small chutes, or runs, for chickens 
to pass in or out through On north side. The roosts are in northwest 
corner, and there is a ventilating shaft in center. I tried ,the experi- 
ment o[ wintering twenty-five colonies of bees in this nous -last win- 
ter, and they came-.out in.fine condition this spring. 


Now as to the difference in cost. In my new or square house I 


have 160 feet of wall, Inclosing 1600 square feet of floor space.'" In the 
old or long house I had 224 feet of wall, inclosing 1200 square feet of 
floor space. There is about the same proportion of waste in the roof- 


ing. 
So you see there is quite a difference in favor of the square 


house, In cost of material and construction. 
I keep in this house at 


present 250 hens and get about 150 eggs daily.'

Where the Apple Came From. 


There are two varieties of apples- 


found wild iu Europe, but the region, 
adjacent to the Caspian Sea seem« to 
had been the origin of the apple as 
Icnown in the East. 
Cluu-red pieces 


of apples are found in the heaps of 
refuse left by ilie La we Dwellers, who 
occupied portions of ICurope before 
any of the present races.
